In addition to serving as district 
judge, which gives him jurisdiction 
over civil cases, he serves the 12th 
circuit as juvenile judge, which gives 
him criminal and civil jurisdiction in 
juvenile cases. 

But aside from the responsibili- 
ties included in the job description, 
does a judge have to be more moral? 
Does he have to be careful to observe 
the speed limit and come to a 
complete hault at a stop sign? 

Head says no. 

“Tam probably more conscious of 
my actions because of the fact that I 
am a judge,’’ he said. ‘‘I don’t have 
the reputation of being a bad egg, 
and I think if I had had skeletons in 
my closet I wouldn’t be here today. 

‘*My responsibility is one I take 
very seriously,’’ he said. ‘‘I can’t 
dwell too long on any one decision, If 
you can’t make a decision, you 
shouldn’t be a judge. But I must 
make enlightened decisions.’’ 

Some of the cases the judge hears 
lend themselves to bench rulings, 
while others require research, 

“Many, many nights, I've been 
burning more than midnight oil in an 
effort to catch up on the backload of 
cases,’’ he said. ‘‘And I have to work 
in time to help Mama with the 
babies.”’ 

Head and his wife Chris have 
four children - Anna, 7; Allen, 4;

Is this 
right?’ "’ 

The time will come, however, 
when politics will enter into the job.

Elba council discusses garbage problems 


Garbage collections and disposal 
continue to haunt the Elba City 
Council. Tuesday night at a meeting 
of city officials, Mayor Bob English 
gave council memibers details of 
problems in both areas. 

Coffee County commissioners are 
demanding more to dump at the 
county landfill or they will prohibit 
Elba from dumping at the county 
controlled site. Also, the commercial 
collector has been put on notice that 
trash can no longer be mixed with 
garbage in the landfill, Waste Away 
Says this will cost them more money 
to collect each separately. 

Additionally, a recently received 
ruling from the Alabama Attorney 
General's office notes that the 
present garbage pickup is not legal, 
In 1986 Elba City Council took bids 
on picking up all residential and 
commercial garbage. After an uproai 
from a large group of commercial 
customers, the city kept the 
commercial pickup and the 
successful bidder (Waste Away) 
began picking up — residential 
garbage. 

Arequest for an opinion from the 
attorney general was mailed with the 
understanding that the contractor 
would abide by the ruling, even 
though they had already begun 


picking up the household garbage in 
town, 

The Elba council will again 
advertise for bids on picking up the 
garbage. However, only after 
opening the bids will the council 
make a decision about the city going 
back into the garbage pickup in the 
residential area. 

Estimates were presented to the 
council Tuesday evening on the cost 
of the alternates available in garbage 
pickup, The figures were compiled 
by Waste Away, according to Mayor 
English, The city is presently paying 
a total of $16,970 for garbage pickup 
at homes and the cost of commercial 
pickup and landfill charges. 

Waste Away estimates that their 
cost under a new contract would 
increase the monthly expense by 
$3021, This would include the 
additional $400 the city must begin 
paying the county landfill on May 1, 

They also estimate it would cost 
more for the city to get back into the 
pickup of residential garbage. This, 
according to Waste Away, would 
total $21,138 or an additional $1147 a 
month above the cost, with Waste 
Away doing the work in the 
residential areas. 

The city council went into 
executive session to, ‘discuss the

NOTICES 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
providing for an _ advisory 
referendum on the issue of adding 
such additional county tax; pre- 
scribing misdemeanor penalties 
against those who violate the 
provisions of this act; and construing 
that the provisjons of this act are 
cumulative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commissicn is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(a) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 


sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 


crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each

container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. 

{e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package, 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, pars: snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
peivilege tax levied and assessed 

erein to the price of the cigarettes, 

cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. he dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips. bills and 
Statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

(b) Prior to adopting such 
resolution provided for in Section 2 
(a), the said commission shall first 
call for a non-binding advisory 
referendum on the question of 
imposing the additional county tax 
on cigarettes and tobacco products 
as described by this act. Said 
election shall be held and conducted 
as nearly as possible in the same way 
as county-wide elections and shall be 
held on the same day as the next 
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Special, primary, state or county- 
wide election, next following 
passage on this act. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the judge 
of probate of Coffee County, which 
notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks 
before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, 
the proposition to be voted on shall 
be stated substantially as follows: 
“Do you favor the local law levying 
an additional cigarette and tobacco 
products tax? Yes( ) No( ).” 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 

any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or pet 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm, 
corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not more than one 
‘hundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days or both such 
fine and imprisonment. Each act in 
violation of this section shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

(a) The proceeds from the tax 
hereby authorized, less the actual 
cost of collection not to exceed five 
per centum (5%) shall be paid by the 
state department of revenue to the 
Coffee County Commission, on a

7. Fire Departments must 
maintain a set of operating books for 
income and expenditures. 

8. Fire Departments must furnish 
phone numbers so fire units can be 
reached day or night. 

9. A representative from each fire 
department must attend at least 
three (3) of the four (4) quarterly 
Board of Directors mecsings during 
the year and also the annual meeting 
each year. 

10. Each member fire department 
of the Association must meet all 
qualifications established and 
approved by the Board of Directors 
of the Association in order to qualify 
for county funding or any other pe 
of funding acquired by the 
Association. 

11. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds or any other 
funding from the Association will be 
autos to follow the Alabama State 
Bid Law. 

12, Each member fire department 
receiving County funds will be 
required to furnish the Association's 
Treasurer with copies of receipts for 
firefighting equipment, gas, and all 
other items purchased with County 
funds. 

13. Fire Departments shall not use 
funds acquired by or through the 
Association to pay compensation to 
its members. 

(c) All funds acquired by the 
Association shall be divided equally 
among all qualified member fire 
departments and the Association. 
(Association to receive a share to be 
held in an emergency reserve.) 

1, Member fire department must 
satisfy all requirements at the time 
funds are made available for 
distribution. 

2. After receiving funds, member 
fire department must keep accurate 
records to verify that County funds

Section 4, The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
Stamps as is required for the 
periment of the tax imposed by 

ection 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975.

The Coffee County Commission

A representative of the firm 
was present at Monday’s meeting to 
again address the grant, and after 
telling the commission that 
additional projects could be applied 
for funding under a second grant 
application was given several new 
extension projects by the 
commissioners, 

The commission stated it would

If approved, the grants would 
provide funds for the county’s rural 
systems and if the systems decided 
to extend their lines the systems 
would pay the 20 percent not covered 
by the grant. The water systems 
would not have to do the extensions 
and would have the option to do the 
work after final approval is received.

The Elba City Council 
unanimously accepted the recom- 
mendation of Mayor Bob English 
Monday evening and hired a new 
Street superintendent to replace 
Curtis Barefoot. N.L. Harvison, a 
long-time resident of Elba, was 
recommended by English who said, 
“Mr. Harvison has had several jobs 
that gives him experience in 
management and I feel he is well 
qualified for the position.’’ English 
said Barefoot had expressed a desire 
to step down and have ‘‘more time 
for fishing.’’ He will officially resign 
after a short training period for 
Harvison. 

The city council passed a pre-

Council members were told that 
the City of Elba had received a check 
from Southeast Alabama Gas for 
$62,000 this year, some three times 
the size of last year’s dividend.
